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JUNITY’ TRIP 
U. S. to Pledge 
To Keep Military 
Might in Europe 


Designed to Relieve 
French Fears of 
German Militarism 


WASHINGTON (UP)—The Unit­ 
ed States soon will pledge to main­ 
tain American military might in 
Europe, 
Administration sources said to­ 
day the pledge will commit this 
c o u n t r y to present 
defensive 
strength blit will leave room for 
possible withdrawal of troops if 
new and superior weapons make it 
practical. 
The pledge, which has been in 
preparation for many weeks, is de­ 
signed to relieve French fears of 
a revival of German militarism and 
to assure all European nations the 
United States will assist in protec­ 
tion against Soviet aggression. 
Officials hope the announcement 
thus will boost chances of French 
approval of the European Defense 
Community (EDC) which includes 
rearming of West Germany. 
Strategy calls for making the an­ 
nouncement when France shows it 
is ready to begin parliamentary de­ 
bate on EDC. 
Reports from Paris 
said the French are expected to 
set a date for this discussion about 
May 18. 
Cooperation With Britain 
Details of the American guaran 
tee have been closely guarded. But 
West 
German 
Defense 
Minister 
Theodor Blank told a news confer­ 
ence in Bonn today the United 
States would issue a formal guar­ 
antee within a few days. 
The pledge has been worked out 
in close cooperation with Britain 
That country announced Wednes­ 
day a similar guarantee to keep 
its forces on the continent in co­ 
operation with European nations.

The Eisenhower administration 
cannot make a pledge committing 
the United States beyond its term 
in office, but the forthcoming guar­ 
antee 
is expected 
to 
help the 
French government with the EDC 
issue. 
The United States firmly sup­ 
ports the EDC plan as the best way 
to rearm Western Germany for de­ 
fensive purposes. 
President Eisenhower and Sec­ 
retary of State John Foster Dulles 
have said failure to approve the 
EPC plan would confront the Unit­ 
ed States with the necessity of re 
appraising basic United States poli­ 
cies relating to Europe.

teen-age girls last. A study of diets 
of expectant mothers in one Mas
